hen quarterback Joe Smith 
launched a 66-yard scoring pass to

ence dual meet record of 5-0, the 
SJU swimming team finished second 
in the MIAC behind perennial cham- 
pion St. Olaf. The Johnnies’ perform- 
ance at the conference meet was far 
from disappointing, however, as eight 
men qualified for the NCAA Division 
III National Competition. 

At the national meet in Oberlin, 
Ohio, eleven was the lucky number 
‘for the Jays, as Dean Roll and Dan 
Williams took eleventh place in the 
three-meter diving and 400-yard indi- 
vidual medley, respectively. These 
finishes placed both Roll and Wil- 
liams in the ranks of the All-Ameri- 
cans. 

Although no other Johnnies fin- 
ished in the top twelve, Coach Pat 
Haws was nevertheless quite satisfied 
with his team’s performance. Drops in 
seed times were recorded by Dirk

he SJU Track and Field squad 
began its season indoors February 
22, as the 80-member varsity team 
good-naturedly trounced the alumni 
squad by a score of 77%-43%. The John- 
nies kept this winning spirit alive 
through three months of indoor and 
outdoor competition, finishing first or 
second in every scored meet. 

Since the MIAC standings are deter- 
mined solely by the results of the con- 
ference meet, coach Tim Miles did not 
pressure his squad to win meets. 
Rather, the team members used this 
competition to try different styles and 
groupings while priming for the MIAC 
meet. 

When May 8 arrived, the trackmen 
proved the wisdom of this attitude. 
They finished the conference meet with 
128 points, good for second place 
behind perennial champion Hamline. 
Meet titles were earned by Mike Frer- 
icks in the 400-meter intermediate hur- 
dles and by the 440-yard relay team of 
Chuck Williams, Mike Frericks, Tom 
Frericks, and James Randle. These four 
were joined on the All-Conference 
squad with Tom Novak, John Bailey,

Nine Johnnies made the trip to Cleve- 
land for the NCAA Division III Nation- 
als May 28-30.

The Liberal Arts at CSB/SJU 


O ver the course of the last several years, 


The College of St. Benedict/St. John’s 
University Community has seen the 
advent of a substantial number of aca- 
demic requirements which are intended 
to foster the liberal education of the 
student. During his or her compara- 
tively brief four years in the Commu- 
nity, the student spends one third of his 
or her time occupied by these General 
Education/Liberal Studies require- 
ments, while the remaining two-thirds 
of the student’s college life is devoted to 
study in a major field and electives. But 
the efficacy of this program is ques- 
tioned by some. Why, they ask, in a 
competitive job market that grows ever 
more so, should CSB/SJU require 
courses that many deem irrelevant at 
worst and archaic at best? The answer, 
of course, lies in the educational philos- 
erhy of the two institutions — to pre- 
pare students as whole people who are 
willing and able to live in a whole 
world. 
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Needless to say, a liberal program of 
studies is not a modern invention. 
Plato, in the Republic, proposed such a 
curriculum for the training of Philoso- 
pher Kings, and higher education in 
Medieval times consisted almost 
wholly of a study of the “classics” with

emphasis placed on a broad learning 
experience. However, more recently, 
and especially since the industrial 
revolution, education has become 
more and more specialized*along 
with the professions and technology. 
But, in an effort to combat total spe- 
cialization, and the total extinction 
of anything close to resembling ren- 
aissance man, many institutions of 
higher learning have seen fit to inau- 
gurate a return to the liberal arts. 
The College of St. Benedict and St. 
John’s University have joined in this 
endeavor in order to prepare stu- 
dents for more of life than what can 
be experienced in a single occupa- 
tion. 

But, given a desire to maintain a 
“roundness” of education, how is 
this desire to be satisfied? Of educa- 
tion in general Mary Wollstonecraft, 
in A Vindication of the Rights of 
Women (1792), says, “The most diffi- 
cult task is so to adjust instruction as 
not to narrow the understanding ... 
nor to dry up the feelings by employ- 
ing the mind in investigations remote 
from life. “Clearly Wollstonecraft 
suggests a method of achieving a lib- 
eral education — a broad instruction 
in a variety of disciplines so “as not 
to narrow the understanding,” thus 


tempering the purely technical, occupa- 
tional disciplines. Such a combination 
of studies is not too “remote from life,” 
and protects the student from the 
myopic confines of a single reference 
point from which to view the world. 
Stated more positively, and more 
broadly, the purpose of a liberal educa- 
tion is to teach the student to think — 
not just about those subjects he or she 
comes in contact with in college or in 
the job market, but about morals and 
business, about politics and art, about 
science and literature ... whatever the 
student may experience. 

Even more recently instituted at CSB 
/SJU has been a Values Program which 
operates in conjunction with the liberal 
arts program, and like the liberal arts 
program, is subject to controversy. 
When the St. John’s program debuted in 
1979, it was decried as indoctrination 
and an imposition of moral beliefs. But 
this is certainly not the manner in 
which this program operates. Rather 
than catechism or Puritan preaching, 
the student in the values program is 
faced with moral dilemmas and is 
required to reason his or her own way 
to a solution or conclusion. In the 
course of this procedure the student is 
exposed to various moral philosophies 
and to the reasonings of other students. 
All of these procedures result, not in the 
imposition of a single moral code, but 
in the development of the students’ 
capacity to think about moral issues. 
This certainly does not solve any of the 
moral dilemmas — but it does develop 
in the student, a method of thinking 
about those issues and of resolving the 
dilemmas for him or herself. The 
development of a method of thinking is 
the goal of not only the Values Pro- 
grams, but of the liberal education in 
general. 

Thus it is that the students of The 
College of St. Benedict/St. John’s Uni- 
versity are graced with a program that 
to some may seem tedious and to others 
simply wasteful. But, in the correct per- 
spective, the General Education/Lib- 
eral Studies programs are eminently 
applicable to a student's life. Cardinal 


Newman, in The Idea of a University 
(1852), says, “Liberal education viewed 
in itself, is simply the cultivation of the 
intellect, as such, and its object is noth- 
ing more or less than intellectual excel- 
lence.” This striving for intellectual 


excellence is necessary for a life of 
learning. Even strictly career ori- 
ented pursuits require learning. But 
the goal of intellectual excellence, 
and thus of liberal education, tran- 
scends career and educational con- 
siderations. The subject of intellec- 
tual excellence, the mind, is a divine 
creation, and while man cannot per- 
fect the divine, it is a duty to expand 
and develop that which is ours. 
When a true student shrinks from 
the opportunity to achieve intellec- 
tual excellence, he or she commits an 
offense against the creator, against 
other persons, and against the self. 


The educational philosophy at 
CSB/SJU is designed to prepare the 
student for a whole life, integrating 
the liberal arts with career pursuits 
and hopefully imbuing the student 
with the desire for intellectual excel- 
lence. Two of the more prominent 
proponents of the liberal arts pro- 
grams are Robert Spaeth, Dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences at SJU, 
and Dr. Stanely Idzerda, Professor of 
History at CSB. 

In steadfast agreement with Cardi- 
nal Newman, Dean Spaeth maintains 
that intellectual excellence is the 
goal of a liberal arts program. But, in 
response to some of the questions 
raised by the institution of values 
programs, Dean Spaeth demon- 
strates what may be thought of as a 
pitfall in the liberal studies. In “Sin- 
gle-Issue Politics and the University” 
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(1979), the Dean expresses his fear that 
an institution devoted to intellectual 
excellence may become caught in the 
trap of trying to develop moral excel- 
lence as well. While this course may be 
more high minded, it is not the function 
of a university. Spaeth says, “Intellec- 
tual excellence as the goal of a liberal 
arts college is not received comfortably, 
with good reason. It is certainly true 
that the development of morality is on 
some universal scale more important 
than the development of the intellect 
... ‘the question is not whether moral 
or religious education is important, but 
what colleges and universities can do 
about it.’ ’’ And what can institutions of 
higher learning do about it? They teach 
their students to think! For Dean Spaeth 
it is essential for the liberal arts college 
to realize that it can only teach its stu- 
dents the intellectual virtues — and he 
emphasizes that point by quoting New- 
man extensively. In quoting from The 
Idea of a University, Spaeth asserts 
that, 


“There are obviously two educations. One should teach us how to 
make a living and the other how to live.” 
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It is well to have a cultivated intel- 
lect, a delicate taste, a cordial, 
equitable, dispassionate mind, a 
noble and courteous bearing in the 
conduct of life; — these are the 
connatural qualities of a large 
knowledge; they are the objects of 
a university; ... but still, I repeat, 
they are no guarantee for sanctity 

or even for conscientiousness... 
Spaeth goes on to say that, ‘Universi- 
ties are more sensitive to the charge 
that their students behave badly than 
they are to the charge — seldom 
expressed — that their students think 
badly.”’ Clearly, a liberal arts college 
should be more concerned with its stu- 
dents’ bad thinking than with their bad 
behavior, for the university can correct 
the bad thinking, but not the bad 
behavior. It is thus that Dean Robert 
Spaeth is committed to the liberal arts 
program and to its purpose — the 
development of intellectual excellence. 
Taking a somewhat different 


approach to liberal education than does 
Dean Spaeth, Dr. Stanely Idzerda main-) 
tains that the goal of a liberal arts pro- 
gram is to develop students-for-life. 
The article of his which follows offers a. 
broad insight into the nature of today’s) 
career oriented society vis-a-vis the lib- 
eral education, and is based upon the! 
premise that students of the liberal arts. 
are just that — life long students of the 
world. We, the students of the CSB/SJU | 
Community would do well to realize 
that al] cannot be learned in four years 
— liberal arts program or not. So we 
must develop a method of thinking that 
will allow us to learn — yes — forever. 
The liberal arts philosophy espoused by 
St. Ben’s and St. John’s — and epitom- 
ized by these two fine educators Dean 
Robert Spaeth and Dr. Stanely Idzerda 
— is not a means to immediate profit 
but is rather a challenge. What is that 
challenge? Why to learn, and learn, and 
learn — and to recognize how little you 
really know.

Whither Vocationalism? 


by Stanley J. Idzerda 


Wherever we turn, we find colleges 
and universities full of enrollees who 
are seeking vocational training. What 
they seem to want out of college is a set 
of experiences that will prepare them to 


}earn a living, or at least guarantee them 


a job. The trend has not spared many 
Yale University recently 
announced that ‘only’ half of its 
‘undergraduates were in a pre-medical 
‘curriculum. They neglected to add that 
another forty percent were preparing 


| for law, dentistry, or for entrance into a 
graduate school of business. When I 


was engaged in research at Cornell Uni- 


} versity in recent years I found a similar 
_focus there, and concluded that few 
| indeed were the enrollees who had any 


desire for a life of learning: what they 
wanted were credentials for further 
professional training. When someone 
_asks me, ‘How many students are there 
at Cornell?” I feel impelled to reply, 
“Oh, about two percent.” 

_ There is much hand-wringing in 


academia about rampant vocational- 


ism, and occasionally someone like our 
Prof. Mark Hughes expresses compas- 
sion for what he calls “these compul- 
sive, grade-hungry, paranoid young 
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tion, but I think we must go on to some 


| analysis and perhaps prescription. 


First, we have short memories, and 


we are all the more shocked by the 
| present because we have forgotten our 
| past. With the exception of the extraor- 
_dinary boom and expansion years for 
both the American economy and Amer- 
ican higher education between 1955 
and 1970, when vocationalism was not 
so evident because there was a ready 
job for almost any college graduate, we 
must admit that the desire or the need 
to qualify for a job or the intention to 
prepare for a job has been and will 


remain the chief motivation for college 
attendance. The Chinese Mandarins got 
their education so they could become 
imperial officials; the medieval univer- 
sities were filled with persons who 
hoped to qualify as canonists, physi- 
cians, teachers or secular lawyers. And 
if I major in one of the humanities in 
college in order to prepare to teach that 
subject in college one day, that makes 
my motive just as narrowly ‘vocational’ 
as any other. 

And there’s the rub. If even a so- 
called major in a ‘liberal arts’ subject 
can be tarred with the brush of voca- 
tionalism, then we can properly worry 
about these enrollees failing to become 
students in any genuine sense of the 
term. When I was an undergraduate 
major in engineering some years ago, 
we engineers called every course that 
did not relate directly to our engineer- 
ing vocation “Bull.” A conversation 
with a student recently reminded me of 
those old days when she referred to our 
General Education requirements as, 
“All that Garbage.” There’s not much 
difference in ‘Bull’ and “Garbage” as a 
measure of attitudes, and it is those atti- 
tudes which have always made voca- 
tionalism a dangerous choice for the 
undergraduate. 

My guess is that we can help avoid 
the long-run dangers of vocationalism 
in two ways. First, we should get regu- 
lar witness from our recent graduates 
regarding their reaction to their college 


experience. We will find that they con- 
sidered themselves well prepared for 
their particular calling (and about 40% 
of all college graduates get into the call- 
ing of their choice upon graduation; 
70% are in a field completely different 
ffom the major within five years). Yet 
they also testify that they wish they had 
taken more of the so called “General 
Education” courses, because it usually 
was in those courses that they began to 
learn that prior to any other calling our 
first calling is to our human vocation. 
We have to become fully developing 
persons before we can even begin to 
function adequately in any profession. 

Secondly, in our classrooms we can 
emphasize the power to learn, the appe- 
tite for theory over practice, the capac- 
ity to ask the searching question, and 
the ability to express our ideas with 
some clarity and force before we 
emphasize the preeminence of techni- 
que or data gathering. Then the under- 
graduate can know that the field she 
has chosen is changing rapidly and that 
some of the solid material she masters 
in her senior year may be obsolete the 
day she graduates. She may also be 
aware that in addition to being a sensi- 
tive, appreciative and critical person 
outside her own field she must also be a 
lifelong student in her own vocation. If 
these lessons are learned early, she 
might even become a student before 
she graduates.

A s a debate society patterned on the 
Cambridge Union Society, the 
Forum annually enables students to 
exchange ideas with nationally promi- 
nent personalities in a series of debates 
on topics of contemporary concern. 
Completing its fourth year since its 
inception in 1977, the Forum broadened 
the intellectual realms of the CSB/SJU 
community in 1980-81 through its broad 
selection of debate topics, ranging from 
the morality of the profit motive to the 
compatibility of careers and parent- 
hood in the institution of the family. 

Preparation for each debate begins 
well before the actual debate with 
interested Forum members attending a 
preparatory seminar taught by a profes- 
sor of a field closely related to the par- 
ticular debate topic. Four students are 
selected from among the seminar par- 
ticipants to actively debate with the 
guest speakers. After the principal 
speeches other Forum members are 
encouraged to participate in floor dis- 
cussion. 

The Forum also offers a variety of 
other opportunities for public speaking 
through the sponsorship of various 
symposia and panel discussions which 
have treated such subjects as sexism on 
the campus, presidential candidate 
selection, the merits of January Term, 
and the role of women in the Church. In 
addition, the Forum participated in 
CSB’s Women’s Week and annually 
sponsors a Fr.

A few changes were made. First of 
all, we trimmed those cheap, questiona- 
ble Classified Ads down to what they 
really should be — ads for services 
available, goods for sale, and reports of 
lost and found articles. We added a 
new feature column, Women in His- 
tory, to enable the women of CSB to 
become more aware of the great 
women in the history of this country. 


We cut down on ad space to make room 
for more news, and we tried something 
altogether different with a creative Jan- 
uary issue which brought contributions 
from all over the campus, students and 
faculty alike. 

Of course, the Cable wasn’t without 
its heated issues, among them sexism 
between campuses, the Homecoming 
song, the El Salvador tragedy, Reagan’s 
budget cuts, the stereotyping of CSB 
women, the future need of a recrea- 
tional facility on the CSB campus, and 
the ever-debatable January Term. 

As the official publication of the Col- 
lege of St. Benedict, the Cable declares 
that its primary purpose is to “provide a 
means of student expression, to inform, 
to educate, and to serve in the best 
interests of the community.” This we 
did. It is also hoped that our efforts 
brought more respect for the publica- 
tion and that the Cable provoked the 
thoughts and opinions of the women of 
CSB, to awaken them to important 
issues not only on this campus, but in 
the world as well.

R eeling radically through the St. 
John’s community, the 1980-81 
Record kept lighting matches under any 
heel planted on the ground. Tri-editors 
Franc Fennessey, John Gilmore, and 
Mike Hagstrom set the tone for the 
Record’s provocative nature early in 
the year by devoting an entire issue to 
CSB’s Women’s Week. From there the 
crusade continued through thirteen 
issues — issues that met issues squarely 
with criticism or kudos, sometimes 
fairly, sometimes not. 

After Fennessey graduated in Decem-

ber, Paul Scoggin joined the editorial 
triumvirate for the second semester. 
They oversaw an operation of six sec- 
tion editors, thirty-seven writing conti- 
butors, and five artists and photogra- 
phers, collaborating on 3,000 bi-weekly 
copies printed in St. Cloud and distrib- 
uted to the sometimes irritated, always 
interested public. 

In the end Scoggin offered some rea- 
soning behind the wreckage: “For the 
most part, The Record is the only inde- 
pendent voice availbale to students. As 
such, it is a mother lode of opportunity 


for students who choose to take advan- 
tage of it... Critics will find no apology 
here for this independence ... The 
Record, for all its faults, has proven to 
be a consistent forum for both dissent 
and edification. Use it.”” The 1980-81

of Feminism.” Another of the lectures 
was given by Dr. James Makepeace on 
an issue which he has done much 
research on, that of courtship violence, 
Women’s Week even became an issue 
at SJU when The Record devoted an 
entire issue to the subject. 

The 1981 SAB was group of women 
very much interested and concerned 
with the issues of women’s rights. 
Because of their oftentimes outspoken 
opinions on this and other matters they 
came up against a great deal of criti- 
cism. In an interview with The Cable 
Spaeth relates her feelings on the posi- 
tion of women: “women students need 
to support and encourage each other 
more and should not be satisfied with 
what people say women should be. We 
need to encourage women to pursue 
careers, dreams.” The coalition of uni- 
que women who served CSB this past 
year did encourage the women of CSB 
to pursue their dreams and careers 
through a year of hard work.

Cl ee pot a and internal strife, the SEC con- 
tinued to manage its roles as adminis- 
trator for campus activities and as lia- 
son between the students and the Uni- 
versity’s carpet row. The resignation of 
Tom Lenard at the midway point of the 
Council’s term, and deep internal divi- 
sion at the end of the term over pro- 
posed changes in the constitution were 
indicative of the serious problems 
encountered. 

Subsequent to Lenard’s resignation, 
Jim Gleason was selected by the SEC to 
take the reigns as Chairman. During the 
term, the three committees of the SEC 
— the Student Services Committee, the 
Judicial Board, and the Activities Allo- 
cation Board — were under the chair- 
menship of Tom Young, Pete Smith, 
and Steve Kennedy respectively. 

The council’s accomplishments may 
have been tarnished by the difficulites 
encountered, but it was an active term 
and many students appreciated the pro- 
vided services. Relations with St. Ben’s 
continued to improve with the forma- 
tion of the Joint Academics Board. The 
Joint Events Council continued its 
strong contribution to CSB/SJU rela- 
tions and activity through the sponsor- 
ship of Pinestock ’80, Homecoming 
Week, January Term events, Rat Hall 
Dances, the Larry Long and Michael 
Johnson concerts. 

The Council also sponsored the 
Homecoming and Spring formals, 
weekly movies, election buses, and a 
pep rally. New tarps for the Palaestra 
were purchased, a legal fund was estab- 
lished, the activity fee was raised, 
$70,000 in student monies was distrib- 
uted for campus activities, and the 
Butcher Shop was opened to replace 
Der Keller. 

All would agree that many problems 
were encountered, but that many goals 
were also achieved. It was definitely an 
exciting year for the Council.
